LOCAL MEN ATTEND 
FORD TRAINING COURSE 


Mr G. Down, Mr H. Galbraith, Mr M. 
Rand. Mr William Harwood, and Mr 
G. Giroux, of the service staff of 
Hughes Motors, have just returned 
from a mechanics’ training school in 
Calgary, sponsored by Ford Motor Co. 
of Canada Limited . 

While the company usually provides 
an advanced training course each win- 
ter fo rexperienced mechanics on the 
staffs of its deaiers, this year a gener- 
al course for less experienced men has 
also been arranged. 

“With wartime services absorbing 
many experienced mechanics,  fre- 
quently from the staffs, of automobile 
dealers, the company has decided to 
provide these two free courses to aid 
our dealers in maintaining the high 
standard of service Canadian motor- 
ists rightfully expect from Ford deal- 
ers,” explains W. A. R. Davis, assist- 
ant service manager of the company at 
Windsor, Ontario. 

The school now being conducted in 
Calgary is under the direction of Mr 
L. F, Coglon, branch service manager. 
Instructors teach classes of 12 men. 
These classes will continue as long as 
there is sufficient enrollment and it is 
expected that almost all dealers’ mech- 
anics will take either one of the two 
courses available. 

The regular course for experienced 
mechanics will provide advanced 
training covering the many new im- 
provements incorporated in the new 
1941 cars and trucks produced by the 
company. The training for the less ex- 
perienced men will be more general 
and is designed to enable them to re- 
place men whose greater experience 
is more valuable to the country in oth- 
er wartime services. 


Plan To Train 100, 


Work In 


Allowances and Pay While Training 
Will Be Provided 
——130::-—— 

Ottawa— Plans to speed up training 
of men and boys for Canadian industry 
engaged in war work were announced 
by Labor Miniser McLarty. The ob- 
jective for 1941 is to train 100,000 
workers. 

The Dominion government will 
spend $4,365,000 during the next fis- 
cal year on the project, of which $1,- 
335,000 wiil be in allowances to men 
and boys to cover living expenses 
while they are taking courses in voca- 
‘tional schools, 

From the vocational schools the 
trainees will be moved to schools in 
industrial plants engaged on war work 
and a minimum scale of wages has 
been fixed which employers must pay 
the trainees working in their plants. 

The action of the government is 
based on a report by the inter-depart- 
mental committee on labor co-opera- 
tion headed by Dr Bryce M. Stewart, 
deputy minister of labor. In the ab- 
sence of Labor Minister McLarty, Dr 
Stewart made the announcements to a 
press conference,

The speaker very strongly plead 
for a deeped consciousness of tlre spir- 
itual power in our lives. He urged all 


to pray.— “How many présent” he 
asked “open or end the day with 
prayer.”

Government House For 
Old Men’s Home? 
In Edmonton for Old Men's Home? 

Edmonton— The Journal says in a 
newspaper story that “possible use of 
Government House, which was closed 
down in 1938, as an old men’s home by 
the province, was humored here Friday 

“While there has betn talk for some 
time of utilizing the institution for 
this or some other purpose, no decis- 
ion has been reached by provincial au- 
thorities, it was learned. 

“One suggestion is that approxim- 
ately 1,000 aged men now located in 
various institutions in the province 
should be located at a central point, 
thus proving an economy to the pro- 
vince. 

“The province pays $22 per month 
for men in hospials who are able to 
get around and $30 for those who have 
to stay in bed. It has been estimated 
that if these men were kept in a pro- 
vincial institution, the cost would not 
execeed $10 per month for each man,

Cases of 
personal gallantry were reported from 
Bardia; but for the most part the Ital- 
ians yielded in groups of thirty or 
more to lone Australians, while more 
than 2,000 entrenched in a cave sub- 
mitted to a single British officer.

NOTHING IS INEVITABLE 


Editorial from The New York Times 
January 19th, 1941 


SIX MONTHS AGO the world waited 
in breathless horror for the Nazis’ 


secret weapon. Now we know what it 
is. It is the belief in democratic coun- 
tries, spread sometimes innocently, 
sometimes otherwise, that something , 
beyond our control is happening to our | 
civilization and that Nazism and Com- | 
munism are expressions of the future. 

This new superstition denies choice. | 
It denies free will. Yet we hear it, not | 
whispered but shouted, not shame-/| 
facedly suppressed but proclaimed, in | 
free America. What, in practical } 
terms, does it mean? It means a sub- 


| mission to fate, which is in reality a| 


cowardly submission to violence. It | 
means slavery, not to an idea but to| 
the men of blood who hide their malig- 
nant lust for power behind the shabby 
rags of an idea. To say that we must 
submit to a future in which we do not 
dictate terms is to say, specifically, 
that we must submit to Hitler or Stalin 
or, if he is not already deflated, Mus- 
solini. P 

Well, must we? We had better weigh 
our answer, for if we say yes, our 


national “p redness” would be a 
joke that ld make the gods of the 
new Olympus roll with laughter. 

The leaders of the French Republic 
were convinced that they could not 
“fight the future.” Now there is no 
French Republic. The British people 
and their leaders were not convinced, 
At Dunkerque this false “future” said 
surrender— they did not surrender. 
When Goering’s air flotilla came over, 
it again said surrender— they did not 
surrender, When Mussolini marched 


,on Egypt it said retreat. Instead they 


took Sidi Barrani and Bardia and 80 
thousand prisoners, 


The Greeks were not convinced, 


| Tor them the Fascist armies were not 


the bearers of an inviniible ‘“‘new or- 
der.” They were braggarts who had 
come on a dangerous errand unprepar- 
ed. In the mountains of Albania the 
Fascist “future” took what may be its 
fatal wound. 

Do we need clearer answers than 
these to the new philosophy of defeat? 
The true future is no mystic tide that 
steals upon us while we sleep. It is 
what free humanity wills it to be— 
what it will it to be with men, guns, 
tanks, airplanes, fighting ships; what 
it will with confidence and passion in 
brotherhood and justice, Democracy 
stands or falls upon the doctrine that 
no man and no nation needs be the 
slave of destiny, or of any insolent

Canadians who were unemployed before the outbreak 
of war are now employed, Another 200,000 are with 
our armed forces. Factories, which until recently were 
turning out goods for civilian consumption, have been 
transformed into humming arsenals, pouring out in- 
struments of war. Night and day shifts have become 
the rule rather than the exception. But the peak of 
effort is not yet in sight. 


In 1941 still more factories will switch to war produc- 
tion .. . new plants will be established, thousands more 
will be employed. This rising tide of activity must 
continue until we reach the flood of effort when every 
Canadian will be employed and working to his utmost, 
every possible square inch of plant will be utilized, 
every wheel will be whirring in the race we are waging 
against time and the enemy.

It seems to me that in the interim | 
the Commission’s recommendations 
might be explained to the people at 
public meetings, for it does not ap- 
pear that many really understand 
What the Commission actually recom- 
mended, 

Many believe that the Commission 
wus asked to make such recommenda- 
tions as would even up the economic 
disparities that hwve been caused by 
Federal policies such es the Canadian 
high tariff policies of recent years. 
This is not so, The Commissivn was 
only permitted, by its terms of refer- 
ence, to recommend such changes in 
Government financing as would help 
Provincial Governments in distress to 
carry on with their work of providing 
services to the people, 

The recommendations will not lower 
materially the cost of the things that 
Western farmers have to buy, nor will 
they help to sell one additional bushel 
of wheat. The recommendations would 
vertainly, however, help our Western 
Governments to finance their expend- 
itures, and so of course’ incidentally 
would help our farmers, but the recom- 
mendations do not solve our great un- 
deriying need the necessity of iow- 
ering tariffs so that our farmers can
